Desperadoes Driven off by 
Defence Corps 


(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Pakkni, Konymoon, Yesterday. 

A pitched battle was fought by 
about 2,000 natives (belonging to 
the padi field Defence Corps) on the 
one hand, and a large band of 
pirates and bandits on the other, 
after the town of Wong Po, in the 
Oth section of Chungshan.

A fire broko out ona night near 
this port and the residents, being 
nervous on account of piratical 
netivities and war rumours, thought 
that pirates were launching an at- 
tack. What really happened was 
that there wore a number’ of ex- 
plosions in tho fire.

“While the “Farmers v. Highway- 
men” battle was being fought, 
Shekki, the capital of Chungshan 
districh, was under martial law. 
Officials were secretly. perturbed

News had been received 
that the Ironsides were invading 
Kwangtung and it .was feared that 
some of the rank and file in Shekki 
would use the opportunity to 
ereate trouble. Some cx-soldior 
adventurers were In the town, in 
hiding. Six steam-Inunches patrol-. 
led at night the waiters giving ap- 
proach to Shekki but the tension 
passed and calm has been restored, 

Launches Commandeered 

The Kongmoon - authorities have 
been commandecrinis Inunches and 
junks for the transport of troops

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EXIT THE AFGHAN MINISTER 


A few days ago we wera treated 
in tho ovening papers to a thrilling 
story of an armed raid on the pre- 
misen of the Afghan Lexatlon in 
Londgn by Scotland Yard detec- 
-tives, nccompanted by a ropresenta- 
tive of the Forelyn Office. It re- 
enlled tho famous case of Sun: Yat- 
gen, the Chinese. revolutionary, who 
{t may be remembered, waa ecaptur: 
od near ‘the Chinese Embassy, In 
Portland Place, with a view to ex- 
portation to and execution in his 
nutlve country, and was only ree 
leased on strong representations of 
Lord Salisbury, In the case of the 
Afghan Legation there would seem 
to have been a reversal of the pro-, 
cess. It ja the Afghan Minister 
himself, | Shuja-ed-Dowleh Khan, 
who has yone—left the country— 
and at the request of the British 
Foreign Office, He departed on 
personal grounds, which makes the 
aituation more piquant.

£12,000 for Arins — 

The full story of what happined 
hasbeen told by Yunus Khan, who 
ban been Charge d'Aifalres at the 
Legation stuce 122. It was in 
February, he says, that Shyja Khan j 
left London with £12,000 of the 
Legation funds for Vernt, via Ger- 
many and Russia, His reason for | 
going and taking: such a large sum 

. of money was that he about to 
buy ammunition in Germany. to 
assist the cause of King Amanul- 
lah. But instead of doing that he 
deposited the £12,000 jn a Berlin 
bank, not buying a single rifle or 
cartridge, and taking at least six 
weeks—four in Gurmany and two in 
Russin—over the process. As soon 
a8 he got to Herat he took posses- 
alon of the provincial treasury and 
sent it to a bank in Russia, and 
set off back to London, where he 
arrived ¢arly in July. 

Shuja Khan waa ‘already in bad 
odour, The old Afghan Govern- 
ment a year or two ago had asked 
him to acconnt for a trifle of 
£40,000,.und he had been unable to 
do so; and the new Afghan Govern- 
ment, hearing of the ‘little exploit 
at Herat, promptly repudiated him. 
But Shuja is a mnn of resource, if 
we may belleve the story of Yunus 
Khon. He -proposed that Yunus 
should ‘nasist. him in’ selling the 
house in Prince's Gate, the. furni- 
ture, the motor-ears, and ‘every- 
thing else in’ the Leyation, and 
sharing the booty with him. 

= 

Hold Tight 

The response of Yunus was to in- 
form his chief at Kabul, who told | 
him to hold tight to whatever the 
Legation containad. Shuja began 
to sell, whereupon Yunus informed 
the British Foreign Office, who 
shortly afterwards sent uo letter to 
the Afghan Minister, telling him 
that his presence was no longer de- 
sirable, and giving him three days } 
to leave the country. He had ale | 
ready managed to dispatch eleven 
cases of goods en rotite to Germany, 
but wn- injunction in the court was | 
the meana of getting them stopped 
at Harwich. Shuja described them 
aa containing “ore” and “rice; 
Yunus talks of a quantity of lapis 
Inzuli mined In Afghanistan and 
gent to Landon for disposal, 

There waa no rovolver-shooting 
or other violence at the Legation, 
ag the early story led us to belleve, 
but the circumstances aeem to have 
been sufficiently unpleasant for 
Shuja-ed-Dowleh, who han fallen 

between two stools, To neither the 

ex-King, nor the present King, who- 
ever he may be at the moment of 
writing, may he look for help—and 
the “ore” fa still lying on the quay 

at Harwich. .

Cyclometer Or 
Speedometer ? 


‘Anyone who takes an interest in 
the running coats of his motor-cycle 
wants to know the mileage covered 
in a given perlod of time, Only 
In this way can a check be kept on 
fuel and oil consumption and the 
life of the tyres. The most usual 
type of milenge recorder is the 
speedometer, This is a useful fit- 
ting, for it also gives the speed, 

* But specdometers are expensive. 
There is n way, however, in which. 
the rider can record the distanca 
travelled. This/Ts by using an 
ordinary cyciémeter. These ate 
very chenp, costing only’ about 2s. 
When fixing, It may be necessary to 
fit a thicker felt washer in tho 
drive to prevent It being spun 
round too far owing to the higher 
velocity of the striker. * It is ‘also 
advisable to fit a rather stronger 
striker, but these are inexpensive 
details. The most important thing 
‘da that a cyclometer for the wheel 
alze is bought. Cyclometers can bo 
obtained for 26-in, and 28-in. 
wheels, ‘If the motor-cycle wheel, 
be 26-In, or 27-in. in diameter a 

, slight correction must be made in 
the reading, If the motor-cycle 
wheel be 27-In. for instance, and a 
26-In. wheel cyclometer be fitted, 
every 104 miles should be reckoned 

_ 48 108 miles and proportionately. 

Horse-Power Formulae 

The R.A.C. rating, does not give 
the correct herse-power of motor: 
cycle engine, If the measuremente 
be in inches the R.A.C. horse- 
power is obtained by squaring the 
bore, multiplying by the number of 
cylinders and dividing by 2.6. If 
in millimetres, by squaring the 
bore, multiplying by the number of 
eyHnders and dividing by 1,618. 
There are, however, other formulac 
which ore more exact than this. 
The hospitalier, the Dendy Mar. 
shall- and Rude formulae take into 
consideration tho stroke in addition 
to the bore. In the caso of tho 
Hospitalier method, the radius of 
the cylinder in centimetres {a 
squared, multiplied by the stroke lu 
contimetroa, by the number of re 
volutions, per minuto and the 
answer Is divided by 76,000,.° Tho 
Dendy Marshall formula is rather 
different. In this ense the diamoter 
of the cylinder .in centimetres , is 
aquared, and by the revolutions per 
minute, and tho anawor {a divided 
by 200,000. In the Rude formila 
the diameter of the cylinder tn 
contimptres In squared and multi- 
piled by tho stroke in contimotros, 
by the number of cylindors and by 
the factor 0.000, It 1s quite an in 
torenting Job to work out the horae-

Safety Glass Important 
Stutz Feature ; 


Broken gloss ia one of the greatest 
menaces. of modern motoring, declared 
Colonel E. S. Gorroll, president of tho 
Stutz Motor Car Company of America, 
in addressing a unfety meeting. He 
cited the large number of accidenta 
daily throughout America in which the 
newspapers reported tho major injurics 
to be glasa cuts and not broken bones 
or bruises. : 

Col. Gorrell further dwelt upon tho 
fact that:n lnrgo percentage of acci- 
dents insignificant insofar as damagu 
to the ear was concerned became serl- 
ous and. often fatal when the glass 
splintered into stiletto-like nieces. In 
this connection, he noted the injuries 
sustained by William Fox, motion rle- 
ture magnate, when his costly car col. 
lided recently with another automobile 
in New York. 

“Mr, Fox had betn advised by his 
friends te have non-brcakable glass in- 
stalled, we nce informed by the 
Press," snid the Stutz executive, “but 
he waited too long in taking this im- 
portant rafety step. The delay migh' 
easily have meant his death. . 

“Shattered ginss from an expensive 
ear of exclusive manufacture can sever 
a jugular vein or destroy a woman's 
benuty with a ghostly scar op easily 
as the broken glass of a humble flivver. 
Where brakes and such sofety features 
were formerly consfdered, to-day the 
careful purchaser maquires first of all 
if the ear is completely equipped with 
‘enfety' gloss, Otherwise, the most 
magnificent plute glass ‘cage’ mony be~ 
come o charnal house at the slightest 
collision.” 


« CAR WEIGHT 


There has been a great shifting 
in weight in the . construction of 
passenger car chassis during tho 
past twelve ycnrs; some parts now 
welgh half as much again os they 
did in the models of 1917, while 
others weigh little more than half 
as much as they did then. Tho 
changes in welght distribution 
noted have been brought about by 
alterations in chassis design. For 
Instance, the adoption of four wheel 
brakes haa added greatly’ to the 
welght of the front nxle assembly 
which {ncludes the front wheel 
brakes, and the adoption of cloacd 
bodies has made it.necessary to use 
frames of inctensed rigidity and 
consequently of much greater 
welght. It is interesting to com- 
pare the proportional weights of 
some parts of 1929 cars with those 
of 1917, The weights of frames 
have inerensot! more than 40 per 
cont, In 1917, the frame costituted 
only 9.12 per cent. of the chassis 
woight and in 1929 [t ia 18 per cent. 
All the springs of tha chassis: to- 
xether in 1917 constituted 9.12 por 
cont. of the chassis weight, In other 
words the springs wolghed exactly 
as much as the frame, In 1929 the 
front springs ropresont 2.40 por 
cont. of the chansls weight and the 
renr springs 4.20 per cent.-—a total 
of 6.60 per cont. no that the woight 
of aprings has beon decronsed by 
27.6 cont. Tho proportional 
woight of the ‘front axlo -haa in- 
crensed from ‘3.04 to 6 per cent. 
This increnso of more than 00 por 
cont. Ja largely accounted for by 
the uno of four wheal Lrnkes on all 
modern passonger cara. Rear axles 
now walgh oxactly twieo an much as 
front nkles, on the average, tholt 
wolght hiving come down. som 
what slnce 1917 (12.4 per cont.).

When warmer weather makes out- 
door sleeping - possible, a canvas 
tent can be hooked to cither side 
of the caravan to give shelter 9 ft, 
long, 6 ft. wide and-6-ft. 6 in. high 
nt the lowest point. An overlap— 
ping canvas flap -{s fastened to 
make the shelter rainproof nt its 
junction with the caravan. 

It will be observed that the flap 
is not tarricd forward far enough 
to cover up the front side windows. 

Internal Fittings 

Everything possible has been 
done to ensure comfort for the 
crew.
